latter are entirely on the defensive, but 

their fortresses are very formidable. 
At 1 o'clock this afternoon the battle 

in the newspaper district of Berlin 


ceased, a truce having been agréed to. |* 


It is rumored around the Tageblatt 
bullding that the men occupying it are 
in euch a desp@rate state that they 
will seek the best terms possible for 
surrender. 

The number of Sparticides holding 
the Mosse fortress was estimated at 
300 yesterday, but they must have had 
considerable losses since, for the fierc- 
est fighting lasted all night and until 
noon today. The men‘*in three newspa- 
per buildings are waiting for the re- 
sults of the armistice. 

Spartacides hold the ground around 
the Scheri and Ullstein buiidings. The 
Scherl building has not yet been un- 
der the fire of the government troops. 
The sailors occupying this building 
are friendly disposed and will sur- 
render without a fight after the forces 
in the Mosse and-Ulistein buildings 
have been compelled to capitulate. 


“Utistein Building Difficult. 

The UWllstein building proved a dif- 
ficult proposition, because its situa- 
tion, covering a whole block on Koch- 
strasse, between Charlottenstrasse 
and Markgrafenstrasse, made an ef- 
fective offensive by the government 
troops almost impossible, while the 
Mosse building is in possession of the 
Spartacides. 

Machine guns placed in windows of 
the Ullstein building and protected 
by piles of newspapers had a clear 
range at the government troops sta- 
tioned on Jerusalemerstrasse. The 
facade of the Mosse building shows 
the terrific effect of the fire, though 
only machine guns were used, so as 
to preserve the valuable machinery. 

The neighboring houses in Jerusa- 
lemerstrasse down to Doenhoefplatz 
are in a serious condition from the 
Spartacide fire. 

Altogether the number of dead in 
the newspaper district since the siege 
began is estimated at 180. . The num- 
ber of wounded is unknown. The ex- 
tent of the casualties among the Spar- 
tacides is unknown. 


Fire from Church Belfry. 


Several times the government troops 
sent armored cars past the Mosse 
building, but the Spartacides rained 
hand grénades on them, compelling 
them to retire. The government troops 
then aseended the roofs of neighbor- 
ing houses, placing machine guns there 
and in the belfry of the Jerusalemer 
kirche, which enabled them to shoot 
straight through the windows, evident- 
ly with grave effect. 

It was noticed from the church 
tower that the Spartacides climbed 
over the roofs of the neighboring 
houses to Markgrafenstrasse and were 
thus supplied with food and muni- 
tions. That was soon stopped and later 
the government troops captured two 
wagons loaded with provisians and am- 
munition in Markgrafens se. They 
were chased by an armored car, but 
the crews aboard defended them so 
fiercely that a niachine gun had to be 
employed before they surrendered. 


Stop Attack on Vorwaerts, 


An attack planned by the govern- 
_ment troops on the Vorwaerts building 
was stopped at the last minute by the 
people's commissionérs. The newly ap- 
pointed military commander of Berlin, 
Herr Kljabund, had 700 war veterans 
with field guns, gas bombs, and flame 
throwers all in readiness. His men 
were posted in neighboring houses and 
the attack was planned for midnight. 
Af'11:30, however, Kiabund was noti- 
fied by the abvernment ‘that the de- 
sired attack must be put off. 

The Anhalt railway station was held 
all day by government troops Against 
Spartacides firing from the roofs of 
houses opposite. The Spartacides 
fought from the Hotel Excelsior, which 
was captured when the government 
troops shoved machine guns in the 
windows. After several hours’ fight- 
ing all the Spartacides were killed or 
captured. 

Fhe. Spartacides appeared again to- 
day in Kurfurstendamm in ar! 
cars. They opened a furlous fire, com- 
pelling: the’ guard to retire. Finally 
they reached the Haalensee railway 
station:. The few men defending the 
station fought se fiercely that tho 
Spartacides retired. 

Call a General Strike. 

The Spartacides have adopted new 
tactics that may prove more effective 
than any other measures they have 
employeg. They have declared a gen- 
eral strike and issued a proclamation | 
signed by the so-called revolutfonary 
foremen, Spartacides, and leaders of 
the independent Socialists, which con- 
cludes: 

“ & general strike must be your an- 
swer. <All wheels must stand still, 
You must invade the streets and show 
your power to those rascals. 

“Arm yourselves. Use those arms 
against your deadly enemies, Ebert and 
Scheidemann. You must deal those 
criminals an annihilating 

ow. 

“Stand ready for action, action, ac- 
tion! Victery will be yours. There- 
fore all join this last battle!” 

Workmen Tire of Them. 

The working people in some of the 
largest establishments have given un- 
mistakable signs of being tired of the 
fratracidal war. Even the workers of 
the Schwarzkopf plants, who are de- 


glared to be with the Spartacides, and 


those of the General Electric works 
and the Loiewi Munition works, count- 
ing about 60,000, have passed rqsolu- 
tions offering to negotiate with the 
government, and have promised to in- 
duce the Spartacides to evacuate their 
fortresses if assured that the govern- 
ment will adopt a concillatory attitude 
and negotiate on a Socialist basis. 

The people’s commissioners are now 
in consultation with the leaders of 
these workmen to ascertain what they 
consider such a basis. 

All parties other than the Socialists, 
and even many of those, consider a 
compromise the worst solution posst- 
ble, and would prefer a few days more 
of civil warfare, because they argue 
phat it is almost certain that such a 
ompromise would only mean a truce 
P *nabling the exhausted Spartacides and 
independents to gain fresh strength 
and renew their terror during the elec.

BRYCE ASSERTS 
HOPES OF PEACE 
REST IN LEAGUE 


ONDON, Jan. 11.—The main ob- 
ject of a league of nations, which 
the peace congress shotfid cre- 
ate, is to prevent future wars 
possibly through arbitration and con- 
ciliation, Viscount Bryce, former Brit- 
ish ambassador to the United States, 
declared today. In a statement to the 
Associated Press, Lord Bryce said: 

“The creation of. some combination 
or league of nations, disinterested in 
their aims, trusting one another and 
strong enough to enforce their joint 
will, is a fundamental necessity in 
order to carry out the settlement of 
Europe and the east, which is the task 
of the conference, and to determine 
the future of the German colonies. 

“The main pbject of this league, 
besides providing for the welfare of 
the regions liberated from Turkish 
tyranny and safeguarding the new 
free states which are to arise, will be 
to prevent the outbreak of future wars. 
To do this some method of settling dis- 
putes other than war must be provided 
and that must be found in the methb- 
ods of arbitration and conciliation. 

“Such details as the conference may 
not have’ time to settle might be re- 
mitted to a strong international com- 
mittee drawn from the four powers— 
the United States, Great Britain, 
France, and Italy—with perhaps some 
experts from neutral countries who 
could draw out a scheme in detail and 
submit it to a meeting of the confer- 
ence or representatives of its members 
to be later in the year.”

Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—[Spe 
cial.J—In announcing today that wage 
increases for telegraph operators, in 
addition to the increases effective Jan. 
1, would necessitate charges prohibi- 
tive to users of the telegraph, Post- 
master General Burleson disclosed 
what he says is an effort being made 
by the commercial telegraphers’ union 
to arouse dissatisfaction with the in- 
creases already granted by the post- 

office department. 

The postmaster general made public 
a “confidential communication” sent 
out Dec. 30 by S. J. Konenkamp of 
Chicago, international president of the 
union, urging “constant agitation” in 
Washington against the Burleson tele- 
graph inistration and declaring 
that the postmaster general’s failure 
“to keep his word to reinstate the 
telegraph workers may prove to be a 
serious mistake for him.” 


Propaganda of Protest. 


“ Confidential communications,” says 
the postmaster general’s statement, 
“urging a propaganda of protest, have 
been sent out by certain leaders in the 
rnovement, and meetings of telegraph 
employés have been arranged for in 


purpose of passing resolutions of pro- 
before the facts were known 
against which the protest was made. 
A call has been sent out to the tele- 
graph and telephone workers to meet 
Jan. 12,-‘for the purpose of discuss- 
ing matters of vital interest which 
particularly concern each and every 
worker in the United States.’”

PRESCRIPTIONS 


Morals Board Is Told 
Narcotics Led to 
Pneumonia. 


Chicago's health department has 
completed a survey of drug stores 
and has shown that during the height 
of the influenza epidemic physicians 
made widespread use of medicines con- 
taining habit forming drugs. 

The result of this survey was made 
known yesterday to the morals com- 
mission, which met in Health Commis- 
sioner Robertson’s office to continue 


its investigation ef the uses of drugs. 


Dr. H. O. Jones, assistant chief of 
the health department’s medical bu- 
reau, directed the drug store survey. 

There are about 1,200 drug stores 
in the city. The survey covered 946 of 
these, and was for the period between 
Oct. 1 and Nov. 1, 1918. The work was 
done by 143 health officers. 

(104,010 “ Dope” Prescriptions. 

The survey showed that a total of 
741,825 prescriptions were filed in the 
946 drug stores during this period. Of 
these a total of 441,641 obviously were 
for influenza and pneumonia cases. Of 
the latter number 104,010 were found 
to contain narcotics, as follows:

There also were found 3,866 prescrip- 
tions containing chloral, making a to- 
tal of 104,010. 


Says It “ Invited Pneumonia.” 

The commission then heard Dr. Ber- 
nard Fantus, assistant professor of 
therapeutics at the Rush Medical col- 
lege, declare that the use of medicines 
containing narcotics in influenza cases 
invited pneumonia. Dr. Fantus, con- 
si@ered an authority on this subject, 
zaid that it was positively dangerous 
to give narcotics in most cases of in- 
fluenza. 

“In most influenza cases,” Dr. Fan- 
tus continued, “the patients cough. 
This is good for them, and should not 
be stopped by the use of narcotics. To 
give narcotics invites pneumonia.” 

The commission was told that it is 
possible to eliminate the use of nar- 
cotics in a big institution. Dr. Allen 
J. Hruby, medical directomat the mu- 
nicipal tuberculosis sanitarium, ex- 
plained how a month ago, on Dr. Rob- 
ertson’s orders, the use of. narcotics 
and intoxicants at the sanitarlum were 
discontinued. 

“ How did this effect the death rate?” 
asked Coroner Peter M. Hoffman. 


Would Halt Use of Opium. 


“Tt had no effect on the death rate,” 
Dr. Hruby replied. “ For the first week 
there was some uneasiness among some 
of the patients. This soon passed away 
and all the patients are now norma) 
and we have not resumed the use of 
drugs.” 

“Does this show that you can get 
along without the use of narcotics?” 
Dr. Robertson asked. 

“Yes,” Dr. Hruby said. “We are 
giving substitutes for narcotics and 
have been successful.” |

Dennis entered a plea of guilty to the 
murder of John W. Hutchinson, owner 
of a cigar store at South Dearborn 
and West Harrison streets. en- 
tered the store Nov. 25 of last year 
and got into a quarrel with the cigar 
dealer and killed him. Then he rifled 
the cash register. ‘Dennis was de- 
fended by Attorney Edgar Bancroft, 
appointed by Judge Kavanagh. 

Testimony was introduced during 
Dennis’ trial to show that he, too, 
was not mentally right. 

“In recent years psychologists have 
uncovered cases of mental deficiency 
where it was not suspected before,” 
said Judge Kavanagh. “Mental de- 
ficiency undoubtedly exists in. these 
cases. 


Executions Saved Many Lives. 


“We will now take up the case of 
Dennis. If he went to the store with 
a premeditated purpose of robbery the 
extreme penalty should be inflicted. 
There is a strong antipathy against 
capital punishment. No right minded 
man or woman would want to take the 
life of another individual. Yet the 
good of society at times demands this 
sacrifice.” 

Judge Kavanagh then pointed out 
that after every execution murder and 
crime decreases, and he _ especially 
showed this to be true after the hang- 
ing of Edward Wheed and Harry Lin- 
drum. 

**It may not be far-fetched that these 
executions saved the lives of twenty 
to twenty-five people,” he continued. 

In the rest of his talk Judge Kav- 
anagh said that work is an antidote 
for crime and that no man should 
be allowed to leave the penitentiary 
until he learns a trade.

HIS CAREER IN SUMMARY 


Between Cutter’s interviews—he met 
all reporters and freely discussed any 


--and all subjects—and his “little red 


book,” the private record in which he 
attempted to keep tab on his forgeries, 
the authorities last night had recon- 
structed this story: 

He spent on his living about $100 
a week, and supported his elderly 
father and mother. : 

He didn’t smoke, chew, or drink; 
swore seldom, if ever; and there 
were no “other women” or wine 
parties in-his oareer, so far as 
the police are aware. 

His first forgery occurred about 
three and one-half years ago, when 
a small block of timber bonds he 


~ had purchased and resold default- 


ed. He repurchased them to “ keep 
his credit good,” and obtained the 
money for this by having some 
bogus municipal bonds printed. 

He made frequent use of the 
printing press thereafter, purchas- 
ing real bonds as “samples” and 
himself forging the signatures, 
these usually beine “issued” on 
far away municipalities. He per- 
sonally looked after the payment 
of interest coupons, and, as they 
were long term securities, none 
had matured... 

He knew the “jig was up” and 
confessed.to his wife a week ago . 
when he discovered that the forged 
bonds were becoming widely circu- 
lated and the bogus interest cou- 
pons were heing else- 
where . to be cashed. 


Not All in One “Hole.” 


The big aggregate Cutter obtained 
from his forgeries did not go into any 
one “hole.” It was used in paying

When the epidemic of influenza and 
pneumonia reached this country, it 


spread throughout the land with mar- 


velous rapidity, creating a terrific mor- 
tality rate, which embraced the stu- 
pendous total of over 400,000 persons, 
cv approximately three times as many 
deaths as occurred among our soldiers 
over the seas. 

There can be no question either but 
that a large percentage of these deaths 
were directly chargeable to lack of 
proper nursing care for those who were 
sick. Whole families were prostrated 
with no one to render nursing service 
of any kind. 


Trained Nurse Now a Luxury. 


The nurse has become a necessity in 
our present civilization, but her cost 
has made her services a luxury that 
only those in good circumstances can 
enjoy. There are few bread winflers 
and heads of families who can afford to 


pay $35 a week for a trained nurse and 


at the same time take care of other 
fixed expenses, such as fuel, food, 
rent, etc. | 

It has been wel! said that women 
are natural nurses. This is true. As 
a matter of fact, the principal business 
of a nurse is to follow the doctor’s in- 
structions. She does not diagnose or 
prescribe. 

Of course, she should have training; 
but it is difficult to see why a three 
year course of training is necessary be- 
fore a nurse cah be trusted in the sick- 
room of the home, while under our 
present system: she is trusted with the 
care of patients in the hospital after 
only three months’ probation.

“There are thousands of well edu- 
cated, capable young women in this 
country who are not only willing, but 
anxious to offer their services. Nurses’ 
training camps and training schools 
can be developed in our army and 
navy cantonments, where wfth a three 
Months’ intensive training these same 
young women can be developed into 
most useful war nurses and thus meet : 
the government’s needs.” 

What Dr. Bevan suggests as the 
means to be employed to meet the de- 
mand for war nurses, in my judgment, 
can be successfully applied to meet the 
need of nurses in civil life. 


How to Raise the Army. 


This army of practical nurses for 
the homes, I venture to suggest, may 
be recruited and equipped for the serv- 
ice it is to render by the following 
procedure: 

1. The hospitals should at once 
change their curriculum so as to pro- 
vide for the training of two classes of : 
nurses. The first grade of training to 
conform to that now required, except 
that the time be two instead of three 
years.

Twenty- 
six of the latter can be classed as big 
clubs with entrance fees ranging from 
$300 to $1,600. This is a prohibitive 
price for thousands of golfers, and 
even so does not include the annual 


dues, to say nothing of the incidental | 


expenses. 

With one or two exceptions the 
moderate priced club membership ros- 
ters are full, so new players of average 
means are forced to the public courses, 
which in the busy months are 80 con- 
gested that a wait of from three to 
four hours is common unless a player 
arrives at daybreak or has registered 
several days in advance. 


Need for More Courses. 

There is urgent need for more pub- 
lic courses and the plan to install 
them on the forest preserves will re- 
ceive the support of the fast growing 
army of players. 

The forest preserve district of Cook 
county comprises at present 9,526 
acres. As a course can be installed in 
120 acres without felling the trees, 
there can be no excuse on the ground 
of lack of space. 

In incorporating the construction of 
these courses as part of its Chicago 
platform THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE be- 


lieves they will be the means of tak- | 


ing thousands of people to these syl- 
van spots. Golf has long been rec- 
ognized as a big asset to resort hotels 
and ‘should prove as great an attrac- 
tion to the forest preserves. 


Golfer, Spare That Tree. 

Tue TRIBUNE recognizes a great 
need of moderate priced courses such 
as are found all over Scotland and 
England. It does not, however, advo- 
cate the felling of trees nor the mar- 
ring of the landscape. This is not 
necessary.

ful wife of ome of his “pals,” had served 
more than a score of years behind bars, and 
died a miserable wreck and a penniless pau- 
per in a charity hospital ward. That man 
had lived! 

“As a boy he started shoplifting in his na- 
tive town. Veteran crooks saw in him ma- 
terial for higher endeavors than counter 
snatching, and he was taken into.a band of 
bank sneaks. His first undertaking in this 
art cost a private bank in Worcester, Mass., 
$20,000, which Little Joe “ hooked” with a

He heard them say he was dead and 
he called out: ‘I’m not dead. I’m 
damned if I'll die.”

Chemistry is now applied to dally 
life; domestic chemistry for girls and 
industrial chemistry for boys. 

Physics has kept up with modern 
life by reaching out into the flelds of 
wireless telegraphy, aeronautics, and 
applied electricity. 

History, too, has responded to the 
same call. A considerable part of the 
time of history classes during the last 
eighteen months has been devoted to 
the study of the European war. 

It is this new school, vastly 
equipped, possessing possibilities which 
are just beginning to be realized, that 
is arousing a greater interest in the 
public than has ever been shown be- 
fore. More questions are being asked 
every day by parents. More knowl- 
edge of the subjects available is de- 
sired. 

There are now many thousands of 
pupils in the city and parochial high 
schools. There are many pupils en- 
tering Feb. 3 from the grades and par- 
ish schools and also a large graduat- 
ing class going out. 

There are problems to be settled both 
for those who leave and those who 
come. Do you want us to help you

If you have a boy or girl who fin- 
ishes eighth grade this month have 
you decided whether he or she is going 
to high school? In this decision have 
considered the financial advan- 
tages of a high school education? The 
United States bureau of education can 
help you here, 

This bureau has compared the wages 
of children who left school at 18 at the 
end of the high school course with 


‘those who left at 14 at the end of the 


grammar school course, This com- 
parison was made at the age of 25, 


when the grammar school graduates ' 


had been out of. school eleven years 
and the high school graduates seven 
years. At that time the average gram- 
mar school graduate was receiving 
$12.75 per week and'the high school 
graduate $31 per week. 

This looks like a fairly good return 
on the investment of a high school 
education. 

Have you children already in the 
high school? 

Are you satisfied with their progress? 
Are you sure they are in the line of 
work they are best fitted for? Are 
there problems which you would like 
to settle about their work? 

It often happens that the child is 
immature and the decision as to which 
kind of work and course he or she is 
best fitted for is hard to make, In 
many cases it is wise to let the child 
enter the four year general course and 
then at the énd of the second year a 
decision can be made as to some spe- 
cial line of work for the next two 
years. 

Perhaps you have a child who grad- 
uates from high school this semester. 
If he or she wishes to go to work the 
schools have placement bureaus to 
assist in the finding of positions. 

The purpose of this department is 
to aid the great parent public into a 
fuller knowledge not only of all the 
schools, but of their children's needs.

ON THE MANTEL, 


IREPLACE and mantel, together 
with overmantel effects, are the 
dominating influences of the 
drawing room, In the arrange 

ment of the interior decorating and 
the placing of furniture that should be 
the starting point. 


The old time idea that nothing fs 
suitable as a decoration for the super- 
structure but a clock and a pair of 
candlesticks or two vases is being 
shelved. Every decorator has a special 
love for a beautiful fireplace; on the 
overmantel he lavishes his best efforts, 
and it is on the mantel! shelf itself that 
he places his choicest treasures. If 
you would frazzle and execute his artis- 
tic being, suggest photographs and gin- 
cracks! The dignified mantel is no te- 
siding place for casual rubbish. Away 
with it, and a life sentence for the 
poor soul who would plot such desecra- 
tion and villainy! ; 


The decorator thinks first of all of 
observance of scale. Large objects of 
art must not be placed on a small, deli- 
cately design mantel; neither must 
small, insignificant ornaments en- 
deavor to fulfill their mission in com- 
bination with the fireplace frame of 
large nsions. There must be a 
relative ance. No woman with an 
eye for form and line will ever make 
this mistake; she will know intuitively 
just what is correct. Also, she will not 
be afraid of bare spaces. These are 
necessary for dignity and repose. Cer- 
tain immutable principles are always 
present, and not the least of these is 
the rule that a few good pieces of art, 
carefully placed, are more effective 
than many uncertain ones, posed with- 
out regard for their surroundings. 


The mantel itself calls for certain 
harmonious decorations. Only the most 
discriminating mind can mix and 
shuffle the periods and modes. In look- 
ing through mantel possibilities it is 
surprising to find what an endless va- 
riety there is. There is the Tudor or 
Stuart fireplace with elaborately pil- 
lared overmantel, and the mantel of 
William and Mary and Queen Anne 
times. We find the classic revival style 
devoid of structural overmantel ele- 
ments, as is also the French renais- 
sance and the old Italian mode. The 
decorations need not be of the exact 
period, but there must be a certain con- 
trast to keep background and orna- 
mentation in the same key. 


The two danger points are found in 
overdressing or underdressing. But 
these two points apply to many other 
interior problems, as well as over man- 
tels. Always a certain character must 
be established: always there must be 
contrast between background and dec- 
orative applications. 

Precious pieces of Chinese embroid-

ery or Egyptian applique make a beau- 
tiful display for the overmantel 
trimming. A suitable ornament then 
is the Chinese ginger jar placed in 
a support of carved teakwood, flanked 
by Chinese vases. Beautiful brocade, 
bordered with bands of velvet, edged 
with galloon, will clothe the blank 
space becomingly, and with it almost 
any good art pieces can be assembled. 
Carved Japanese panels are exquisite, 
but are scarcely sufficient in size to 
do the work alone. If there is a bare 
space between the wall hanging and 
the mantelpiece the panel, laid cross- 
wise, fills in nicely. Chinese lac- 
quered cabinets are sufficiently deco- 
rative to be used for the overmantel 
design. In certain rooms arranged 
on simple lines with plain, comfort- 
able furniture, the old Dutch silver 
cupboard is appropriate and good. 

The William and Mary mirror is 
nearly always a safe selection. It 
makes an excellent overmantel back- 
ground, but should not fill in the com- 
plete space, as it is too ornamental 
itself to permit vases or art pieces 
to blot its full survey of the world. 
Small Italian polychrome pieces, squat- 
ty and low in form, combine well with 
the mirror, which can be framed in 
natural wood or painted black with 
moldings*touched with gold—this ques- 
tion of course to be decided by the 
character of the furnishings. 

If pictures are utilized for overman- 
tel display they must be selected with 
the utmost care not only as to sub- 
ject but as to size and style of frame. 
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Heaven forbid that ever a family 
portrait shall be hung over the chim- 
ney place! Why this is done we 
cannot say, and let us hope that this 
warning may inspire more than one 
householder to take down grandpa’s 
picture and place it in the library 
where it jolly well belongs. There is 
nothing very intimate about the man- 
tel shelf; it is formal and it resents 
the intrusion of the personal note. 
A beautiful Chinese painting on glass 
could take grandpa’s place nd the 
«.es of the family would be soothed 
and benefited. Or a hanging Dutch 
clock, if the surroundings are cqn- 
genial. 

Old Spanish candlesticks are often a 
happy thought and impart real atmos- 
phere to the chimney jamb. A pewter 
incense burner can take the center of 
the stage and gather all the applause. 
Chinese temple vases placed at either 
end of the shelf are stunning. Sym- 
metry demands that the objects consist 
of three or five; if there are four they 
must be exactly right; three or five are 
better. The idea of pairs is to give 
formality and restraint. This focuses 
interest. A jumble of stuff is a weari- 
ness not only to the eye but to the 
mind. Let the college youth have his 
room full of junk; he is young and 
strong and can stand it. A few em- 
phatic voints of interest, of value and 
worth. are better than a diffusion 
which ©aly perplexes and over which 
the e¥e wanders with no satisfaction 
whatever. 

The mantel valance is not without or 
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beyond the range of possibilities, tt 
seen occasionally and like everything 
else in the way of interior equipmen: 
and decoration, it has an interesting 
history. 

The valance hanging above the fir. 


place was utilized originally as , 
smoke screen; it sorved a practical as 
well as an ornamental purpose. It ap. 
peared first in England when coal was 
used in the place of wood. To 
back the curling puffs, there wag guys, 
pended over the fireplace a bit of fap. 
ric, embroidered beautifully and lineg 
with some non-inflammable material, 
that it would not catch. fire. Usuajly 
these valances were strung on wires, 
falling in soft folds, or arranged i, 
plaits according to the fancy. of the 
mistress of the house.

One way to remove the color from 
silk, woolen, or cotton is to boil the ma- 
terial for a short time in hot suds with 
a little washing soda. Only a few mo- 
ments of this treatment is safe for 
wools, for the soda has a harsh, shrink- 
ing effect if the boiling is long con- 
tinued... Rinse thoroughly in warm wa- 
ter. 

Another resource Is chior!4e of limie. 
Add one pint of Javelle water to one 
gallon ‘of warm water, stir the goods 
in it till the color goes, then carefully 
neutralize the effect of the bleach with 
hyposulphite of soda. Chloride of lime 
is more destructive to cotton fiber than 
to wool, though even wool must not 
he too long exposed to its action.

For fruit stains on white Hnen or 
cotton the ancient remedy of pouring 
boiling water from a height is still the 
first resource. Stretch the stained 
fabric over an embroidery frame and 
lay it over a bowl to catch the water. 

Small blood stains from a pricked fin- 
ger may be harmlessly absorbed by dry 
starch sprinkled promptly on the spot. 
When it is dry the starch brushes 
off, taking the red mark off with it. If 
a bloostain has dried unnoticed and 
declined to soak up into starch when 
wet with warm water try peroxide. 
Blood” stained garments should be 
soaked with cold water, if possible 
without being allowed to dry, and then 
in warm with a little ammonia in it or 
a handful of common salt. Wash with 
Warm water and soap.

gasoline, ether, and chloroform all 
dissolve them from wools and silks; 
but there is always the risk they will 
spread the grease, leaving an unsightly 
ring. It is noticeable that professional 
cleaners, though they put their whole 
faith in the benzine bath for so-called 
dry cleaning, speak with guarded en- 
thusiasm of this class of solvents for 
treating spots on a dry garment. They 
prefer trying first solutions of ammonia 
or soapbark. 

Grease spots on silk are best removed 
by French chalk or powdered magnesia 
sprinkled on and left under a cold 
weight to absorb all it can. After an 
hour or two brush off all the powder 
and if the grease is not all gone 
sprinkle on fresh and try again. If 
grease gets spilled on a rug or carpet 
moisten a little cheap Fuller’s earth 
with benzine (remembering to keep the 
flame away) and let it dry on the spot.

Old ink stains require a chemical 
bleach. Oxalic acid, incorrectly 
termed salts of lemon, will do the work, 
but it is a violent poison, and too often 
before the ink fades the fibers of the 
goods are seriously weakened by its 
harsh action. Javelle water, carefully 
rinsed out with ammonia, or peroxide 
of hydrogen, rinsed ditto, is safer. 

For mildew, first destroy the mildew 
plant by sunning or boiling the goods. 
There remains the stain. Soak in Ja- 
velle water, diluted with {ts own bulk 
of hot water, till the stain disappears. 
Rinse repeatedly in weak ammonia. 
Mildew is not a hopeful stain. |

It may be said of ‘worry patients 
that it is poison in the system that 
causes scalp trouble, too. The diges- 
tion of one who worries constantly is 
upset, and hence all manner of phys- 
ical disturbances result. 

‘The remedy, whether the cause of 
hair loss be the result of influenza or 
constant worry, is first to build up the 
system with all the outdoor ozone you 
can get into the system and a build- 
ing up with & good, wholesome diet. 
Then for local treatment the hair must 
be washed frequently and the scalp 
massaged daily, twice daily if possible. 

When hair begins to fall out its own- 
er usually has a terror of shampooing 
it frequently for fear the loss will be 
made more apparent. But the only 
hope of regrowing hair on the devas- 
tated scalp is first to keep the scalp 
absolutely clean.

SOY BEANS AS HUMAN FOOD. 

CORRESPONDENT has asked 

for information on soy beans, 
ce the use of the soy bean 

fiour as human diet, with differ- 
ent ways of cooking and the length of 
time required. 

Several times in the last five years, 
at which time I first received samples 
of this flour from a medical manufac- 
tory, I have given this subject atten- 
tion, and it is during these five years 
that soy bean flour has come into wide 
use in hospitals and homes. From be- 
ing used in the United States to renew 
worn out soil and then for hog feed, the 
soy bean has come to be used largely as 
a food for those who have worn out 
kidneys, the diabetics. 

Of all the unfortunate people, as far 
@s generally getting unpalatable food 
fs concerned when they need all the 
energy for converting food into repair 
and effective fuel they can have, these 
are the most unfortunate, unless they 
ean cook, Poor gluten bread is not 
half utilized normally, and the prod- 
ucts from the remainder irritate just 
the delicate organ that this vegetable 
meat is supposed to repair. Soy bean 
cookery, especially the whole bean 
cookery, must be good, or the Variety 
vegetable meat contained in it is ruined, 
becoming as indigestible as white of 
egg cooked to a crisp. 

The soy bean is a peculiarly compact 
or condensed, even a rocky legume, be- 
cause it contains more protein, a bind- 
ing element, than any other bean. 
There is between 34 and 40 per cent of 
protein in these beans. They also con- 
tain considerable oil or fat, and dia- 
betics sometimes are given a diet con- 
taining 60 per cent of this food stuff. 
Since dried beans contain semewhere 
between 6 and 12 per cent water, it ‘can 
easily be seen that their starch content 
is low, or that they contain about the 
same percentage of carbohydrates as of 
fat. If the beans are so cooked that all 
this Starch becomes available to the 

digestion, while not more than one-half 
of the protein remains digestible, the 
value of soy beans for the diabetic is 
really less than that of the potato, 
which, I believe, is a splendid food for 
diabetics. 


x 
Cook at Low Temperature. . 

The problem then is to cook our soy 
beans in such a way that all the pro- 
tein In them shall be available or di- 
gestible. This means that when the 
bean is cooked whole it should be only 
at a low temperature, for heat as high 
as the boiling point hardens the pro- 
tein as it hardens egg white, which is 
protein, or the protein in an old hen, 
or in corned beef. 

This protein of the soy bean is said 
to be more digestible than the 
protein in any other of the beans. A 
good dea) of it can be thrown out as 
scum when the beans are stewed if the 
temperature comes up to boiling, and 
some will come out anyway. This scum 
has the same food constituent that a 
white of egg has, and even looks like 
whipped white of egg. : 

Today we can buy split soy beans at 
retail for 7 cents, while the whole beans 
cost 12, but in cooking the former we 
are Hkely to lose more of the protein. 
If we pick out those of the split sort 
from-»which the dark skin has not been 
removed, these are probably just as 
worth while for grinding as the whole 
bean of a different variety. These split 
beans, with their black skin now re- 
moved, are undoubtedly the ones used 
by the Chinese and Japanese for mak- 
ing soy sauce, a fermented product. 

Baked soy beans must be cooked at 
least eight hours. They are ruined 
before the cooking begins if parboiled, 
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because this hardens the protein. They 
should be soaked and the water in 
which they are soaked after thoroughly 
washing them should be used in the 
cooking. About four cups of water to 
one of beans is the proportion which 
they should take up but more will be 
required if the cooking utensil is broad 
instead of high, and the same thing 
is true in stewing them. : 
x 
Keep Soft With Water. 

When first put to bake, in a Boston 
bean pot, it is best not to cover them, 
for in a quite moderate oven the water 
will boil out and this means a real 
loss. Later, after the beans have ab- 
sorbed some of the water and the pro- 
tein has softened, they should be cov- 
ered and always supplied with water 
enough for them to take up all that 
is possible. Otherwise a lack of 
moisture will be another thing to 
make them hard. A piece of fat pork 
or other fat and some seasonings to 
taste are added. The fat seems neces- 
sary to give any baked beans a luscious 
quality. 

Some have tried using two-thirds soy 
beans to one-third navy, for baking. 

Just now I stewed one cup of split 
soy beans, in five cups of water, with 
one carrot, one onion, and two ounces 
of salt pork for seasoning, for eight 
hours in a flat and covered aluminum 
kettle, and got a product that was as 
smooth as velvet before it was sieved. 
The sieved product was used with 
milk for soup. At no time was the 
temperature in the kettle up to boiling 
point, though immediately below it. 
If they had once boiled the cooking 
might have gone on for days and they 
would not have absorbed the water 
and been velvety. 

Gruels, broths, and muffins made of 
soy bean flour are now prescribed by 
doctors as of special value for diabetic 
patients and children. Last year the 
general public got fond of the muffins, 
and also of a yeast bread in which 
there was a high proportion of soy 
bean flour. In Washington the gov- 
ernment experts used 30 per cent soy 
bean flour with 70 per cent of wheat 
flour and called their product “a high 
powered bread.” 

The soy bean muffin recipe purport- 
ing to be worked out by Dr. Wiley was 
as follows: “One and one-fourth cups 
soy bean flour, one-fourth cup of wheat 
flour, one-half teaspoon of, salt, two 
eggs, one cup of sweet milk, {wo round- 
ed teaspoons of baking pdwder, one 
and one-half tablespoons; of melt- 
ed but not hot butter added last.” 
One level teaspoon of baking powder 
ought to be sufficient for so small a 
quantity and two eggs. | 

Soy Bean Muffins. 

Two soy bean muffin recipes given 
prizes in a wartime recipe contest last 
summer were as follows: 

“One cup of soy bean meal, one cup 
of flour, one cup of milk, two table- 
spoons of sugar, four teaspoons of bak- 
ing powder, one-half teaspoon of salt, 
one egg, two tablespoons of fat. Sift 
dry ingredients together, add milk and 
beaten egg, flavor with lemon.” 

“Soy bean muffins with dates and 
nuts: One-half cup of soy bean meal, 
three tablespoons of corn sirup, one 
and one-half cups of milk, three table- 
spoons of dripping, one-half cup of 
corn flour, one-half cup of barley flour, 
one-fourth cup of potato flour, four 
teaspoons of baking powder, one egg, 
one-fourth cup of nut meats chopped 
fine, one-half cup of dates cut in small 
pieces. Cook together the soy meal, 
corn flour, sirup, fat, and milk for five 
minutes. Let cool, add egg, and beat 
one minute. Then add dates, nuts, and 
the other flours, sifted with the ‘bak- 
ing powder. Bake in well oiled muffin 
tins.” 

These should be baked until they 
are whdlesomely dried out, which will 
probably be over half.an hour. They 
make a rather choice and dainty com- 
promise between cake and bread, 

One of the Best. 


Among a great number of recipes 
for soy bean breads, broths, muffins, 
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loaves, etc., the following was one of 
the best, marked “ Original” by Mrs. 
Charles C. Pickett: 

“One cup of soy bean meal, one cup 
of white flour, five teaspoons of baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon of salt, two 
tablespoons of corn sirup, one and one- 
half cups of water, one egg (using 
white separate), two tablespoons of 
melted fat. Stir one cup of water into 
the soy meal and allow to stand from 
one to six hours in a cool place. Stir 
sirup or sugar and salt into white 
fiour. Beat yolk of egg light in one- 
half cup of water. Stir this liquid 
into the moistened soy meal alternate- 
ly with the flour, beating to a smooth 
batter. Then stir in quickly the bak- 
ing powder, followed by the melted 
fat, and the well beaten egg just fold- 
edin. Fill greased hot muffin tins two- 
thirds full and bake thirty minutes in 
oven which is hot for five minutes; 
finish with flame somewhat reduced. 

“ Will make twelve large or eighteen 
small muffins, the latter more delicate. 
The yellow soy bean meal gives a rich- 
er color. These muffins are delicate 
and: delicious, made so by the manner 
of putting together. They are nutty 
in flavor.” 

Two years ago a correspondent 
wrote: “I wrote you several years 
ago to find out where I could buy soy 
bean flour and you gave me the direc- 
tions, etc. I thought it over and went 
to a seed store, bought the beans, and 
ground them in a common coffee mill 
which makes good flour. While at the 
store getting the beans the clerk asked 
me what I was going to do with them, 
and when I said ‘Eat them’ he 
laughed at me and said they wefe for 
hogs. There happened to be a doctor 
near and he said they were the best 
food known. 


“A cup of soy bean flour, two cups) 


of whole wheat flour, and one cup of 
good raisins, with butter about the size 
of an egg, salt to suit, I cook in a dou- 
ble boiler and serve with milk or 
cream. This is for breakfast, and 
what I do not eat I put in the oven 
and bake for dinner. It makes a meal 
good enough for any one. I write this, 
as it may help some one to live

The tofu, a | 
sort of cheese which is fried in a deep 
fat and used as a meat substitute, was | 
exploited by the United States depart- ' 
ment of agriculture last year, along 
with other of the soy bean products, 
under the heading, “Soy Beans Valu- 
able as Human Food.” The recipe for 
making this read: 

“If the dried beans (yellowish or yel- 
lowish green varieties) are soaked for 
a few hours, then finally crushed as in 
@ meat grinder and boiled in three 
times the amount of water as of bean 
material for about thirty minutes, a 
milky emulsion is obtained which is 
similar in appearance and properties to 
cow’s milk. The addition of either 
magnesium chloride or calcium sul- 
phate (about a 1 per cent solution) to 
soy bean milk precipitates some of the 
proteins, forming a grayish white curd 
which settles out, leaving a yellowish 
watery liquid. This curd, after being 
drained and pressed, represents the 
tofu or bean curd extensively eaten in 
China and Japan.” 

In this connection there is a descrip- 
tion of soy sauce as follows: 

“Soy or shoyu sauce is a dark brown 
liquid prepared from a mixture of 
cooked and ground soy beans, roasted 
and pulverized wheat or barley, salt, 
and water, inoculated with a culture 
known as rice ferment and left in casks 
to ferment for six months to a year or 
longer. The liquid is used in many 
countries, including the United States, 
as a sauce for meat or vegetables.” 

There ought to be some stimulus to 
use soy beans as food when the split 
sort can be obtained for 7 cents a 
pound. But pinto beans are more 
amendable in the pot and cost less than 
the whole soy. Other beans are com- 
ing to us from China to reduce the 
H. C. I. and to help us to send the 
required 20,000,000 tons of food to 
starving peoples in Europe this year.

Dissolve 
one-fourth teaspoon of soda in one-half 
cup of sour cream and add alternately 
to first mixture with two and one-half 
cups of flour sifted with three tea- 
spoons of baking powder. Add grated 
rind of one small orange and one tea- 
spoon of orange juice. Beat thor- 
oughly. Drop from the tip of a spoon 
on a buttered tin sheet one and one- 
half inches apart, sprinkle with coarse 
granulated sugar. Bake twelve to fif- 
teen minutes in a hot oven.

Put three eggs, one and one-half cups 
of soft brown sugar, three-fourths cup 
of flour, one-half teaspoon of salt, one 
and one-half cups of pecan nut meats 
broken in pieces, a few grains of cay- 
enne and grating of lemon rind in a 
mixing bowl; beat until thoroughly 
blended. Turn into small buttered fluted 
iron cups, press one-half of a pecan nut 
meat in each.

Macaroons. 

Mix one cup of almond paste and 
one cup of confectioners’ sugar until 
of the consistency of meal. Add (un- 
beaten) one egg white at a time until 
three have been used, mixing with the 
hand at first and afterwards with a 
spatula. Add drop by drop one-fourth 
teaspoon of almond extract; continue 
working until thoroughly blended. 
Shape on buttered or heavily waxed 
paper in small rounds. Bake on an in- 
verted dripping pan in a slow oven. 
Remove at once from paper. 

White Ginger Biscuit. 

Cream one cup of butter, add two 
cups of sugar gradually; beat yolks of 
three eggs lightly and add to first 
mixture. Sift four and one-half cups 
of flour with one tablespoon of ginger; 
add alternately with one cup of sour 
milk or cream; add one teaspoon of 
soda dissolved in three tablespoons of 
hot water. Cut and fold in the stiffly 
beaten whites of eggs. Drop from tip 
of teaspoon on a well buttered tin 
sheet (drops the size of an English. 
walnut); sprinkle candied orange peel 
cut in small pieces and bake in hot 
oven twelve to fifteen minutes. It 
may be necessary to add more flour. 
The dough should be soft. 

Chinatown Tea Cakes. 

Cream, two tablespoonfuls each but- 
ter [or butter substitute] and lard; add 
one cup of soft brown sugar gradu- 
ally while stifring constantly. Add 
one-eighth teaspoon of soda dissolved 
in one tablespoon of oold, freshly made 
green tea; add one-half teaspoon of va- 
nilla and one cup of pastry flour. Beat 
thoroughly and roll into balls the size 
of a hickory nut. Arrange on but- 
tered tin sheets one and one-half 
inches apart and thrust a sliver of

A is 31% inches from theselvedge, which 
you take as tle top of your covering; 
B is % inch below A: C is 3 inches 
below B; D’ is % inch below C; EB is 
the ruffle, and is 2 inches below D; F is 
9% inches below E, and G is % inch 
below F. This finishes the markings. 

Join the two raw edges of the ma- 
terial with a plain running stitch. Now 


run a plain stitch around the selvedge, 
for the center top of the pillow, and 
draw it closely together, tying the ends 
of the thread securely. Do not use too 
short a stitch for this shirring. Stitch 
down this edge just shirred to the ex- . 
act center of the pillow. Further on in 
the finished pillow this will be covered 
by the button and the silk petals, form- 
ing the center top of the pillow. 

The first marking, A, is the center 
of a tuck one-fourth inch wide. This 
is made by a running stitch and 
shirred to adjust to the size of the 
pillow. With all shirrings use a dou- 
ble thread, and be careful not to break 
the thread too close; allow several

HAT a delightful tonid force, 

the embodiment—in the best 
sense of the word—of Ameri- 
canism, went out of life early 
last Monday morning!

The president’s trip from Italy to 
Paris was tucked into the dim interior 
of every American newspaper, while 
that short journey from Sagamore 
Hill to Young’s Memorial cemetery 
filled all our thoughts as well as the 
front page columns of all journalistic 
organs from Maine to Alaska. 

If the last quarter of a century 
should be dubbed, 4 la Victorian age 
or the Napoleonic era, it would most 
fitly be called the Rooseveltian epoch 
of our national history. Likea bugle 
ringing clear in the thin air of early 
dawn, the voice of Roosevelt calls from 
the dawn “over there,” summoning 
every young American to take up the 
fight that he fought, from youth on- 
ward, the fight against wrong, injus- 
tice, oppression, special privilege, in- 
ertia, and every other menace that 
saps the foundation of our great re- 
public. How any young man of sturdy 
American ancestry, of independent 
means, and of mental and bodily vigor 
can hear that call without answering 
it to the best of his ability it is hard 
to understand. 

Ro 
City Needs Them Now. 


Right here in Chicago there are the 
sons and grandsons of Chicago pio- 
neers, whose ancestors’ thrift and 
shrewd grasp of opportunities have left 
their descendants so situated that they 
are free to eriter into public affairs and 
to give their time and abilities to build- 
ing up a city so beautiful, so well ad- 
ministered that its name and fame 
shall be a beacon light throughout the 
world, instead of the byword we now 
are for materialism, unsightliness, and.

Center of Red Cross Work. 


This capacity of private citizens for 
public service has been wonderfully 
demonstrated by our local Red Cross 
bureau, which has made the central 
division, whose headquarters are in 
the Le Moyne building at Wabash ave- 
nue and Lake street, the biggest and 
most important outside of the national 
headquarters in Washington. The Chi- 
cago Red Cross, center of the activities 
of five states, receives, distributes, 
packs, and ships more raw material 
and made up goods than any other 
depot of its kind in this country. Its 
soldiers’ aid and civilian relief is as 
perfectly organized as it is possible to 


be,

Much Work on Han 


Although Red Cross war work will 
ultimately cease, it will do so gradually. 
There is still a formidable quota of sew- 
ing and sorting, and packing that must 
be done by the Chicago office and its, 
hundreds of chapters before March 1. 
There is still a working force here of 
over 300 paid and of between 500 and 
600 volunteer workers, which is put- 
ting in eight or nine hours a day. 

Wednesday last saw the final tour, 
on its chalk marked path, of the fasci- 
nating cutting machiffe, as it clove its 
subtle, silent way through fifty thick- 
nesses of heavy gray goods, to make 
warm suits for convalescent wounded 
men. The same machine could cutata 
time 100 sets of pajamas, but now the 
powers that be are shutting down on 
fresh supplies of hospital garments. 
They are planning merely to use up 
materials already on hand and cut out. 

Like the other war enterprises the 
Red Cross was preparing for a long 
war and in the local warehouse are 
1,000,000 yards of unbleached muslin 
all stacked up in unopened bolts. In 
all they have there between four and 
five million dollars’ worth of goods 
just from the looms. In France they 
are paying 5 francs ($1) a yard for 
unbleached cotton and 10 or 15 francs 
($2 or $3) a pound for knitting wool. 
It would seem as if some connection 
might be made between our supply and 
their demand.

She and her son and 
daughter-in-law, the Jay Morse Elys, 
planned a trip to Honolulu, but the 
difficulties in getting about—boat serv- 
ice to the Hawaiian islands is far from 
restored—make that a problematic goal 
and the Ely family may have to seek 
their recreation in Southern California.

Mary Garden in “Gismonda.” 

It will be a big night at the opera:

Février’s new opera, “ Gismgnda,” with 


and charming Mary as the greatest 
exponent of moacrn French music. He 
describes most v.vidly the time when 
she first sang Mélisande in the opening 
presentation of Debussy’s raystical and 
lovely opera “ P‘liéas and Mélisande.” 

“Then,” says M. Février, “ with her 
aid we burst the bonds and freed our. 
selves forever from the shackles of 
German music!” Continuing, he de- 
clared that she and she alone could 
sing and be Mélisande. We subscribe 
to that, but would like to add that she 
and she alone can give to the “ Jon- 
gleur ” its exquisitely poignant beauty; 
we cannot imagine any one else in 
that role. Gismonda be ahother 
similar achievement? 

The story is set in Athens in the 
fourteenth century, when an Italian 
grand duke ruled the capital of Greece. 
His daughter, Gismonda, said that she 
would wed whoever rescued a child, or 
a glove, or a something (I’ve forgotten 
which) that had been thrown into a 
den of leopards. A beautiful youth ac- 
complished the rescue, but when he 
presented himself and he turned out 
to be a valet or footman in the grand 
ducal establishment she was inclined 
to “ welsh” on her part of the bargain. 
He went off and by courage and sagac- 
ity acquired both power and renown, 
and eventually won the fastidious and 
fickle fair one. 

The composer of the opera is here to 
see his work produced. He is a charm- 
ing, sensitive, high strung Frenchman, 
who, though a dyspeptic, speaks kind- 
ly of our cooking, though he dislikes 
heartily our ice water. But he is ina- 
terested in our manners and customs 
and seems to enjoy the more breezy, 
less conventional: tone of American 
family and social life. 

He says that he has come to the mu- 
sical center of this country to have 
his youngest musical offspring pro- 
duced, with the greatest American so- 
prano, also a product of Chicago, to 
interpret the chief réle. His “ Monna 
Vanna” we already know and like. 
The music of it matches the somber 
drama and the stunning stage setting 
and the whole creates one of those 
mental pictures which make us proud 
of our opera and want to keep it as 
one of the city’s brightest jewels. 


Such attractive foreigners come to 
our shores these days! There’s the 
distinguished FrancoSpanish artist, 
Henri Caro-Delvaille, whose delight- 
ful paintings now are on exhibition at 
the Art institute. His is a vivid per- 
sonality, full of fire and with a light 
that pierces any darkness. He looks 
a littie as Voltaire might have looked 
at his age—small, lean, eager, with 
aquline features and brilliant eyes. 

That attractive Mme. Gill, who sang 
sO acceptably at the Kinsolving musi- 
cal last Tuesday, is another represent- 
ative of France who m a definite 
impression, though her stay was brief. 

Spicer-Simpsons, who’ are here 
with Mr. Spicer-Simpson’s interesting 
exhibit of medals, also at the Art in- 
stitute, have friends here in Mr. and 
Mrs. Samuel Dauchy and others. Jonas 
Lie, too, is being entertained by many 
Chicagoans, while his interesting can- 
vases hang on the walls of the Art 
institute’s east wing. 

That whole exhibit, including Fred- 
eric Clay Bartlett’s gay, chic paint-:

PROHIBITION BY 

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 

The political savvy of the people of the United 
States tells them that the prohibition amendment 
te the constitution of the United States is to be 
adopted by the necessary thirty-six states, and that 
it will be written into the organic law of this 
nation. 

It is common perception that this is about to 
come to pass, and that the United States is going

written in the constitution and when the enforce- 
ment of law Hes with federa] authorities there is 
more than a perfunctory observance of the law, 
and the law is long lived. 
I¢ happened differently in the case of the amend- 
ment which enfranchised Negroes, but that was a 
horse of an entirely different color.

“ether horse would attempt to do. 


A constitutional question of fundamental! social 
repugnance to a large section of the country might 
be handled to the liking of that section without 
Grastic interference on the part of the nation. It 
has been so handled, and the Negro franchise 
amendment lives where whites want it to live and 
not elsewhere. It is nullified where people want it 
to be nullified, and is effective where they do not 
eare whether it is effective or not. 

But such an inutile amendment to the constitu- 
tien will not be found often in that document of 
buman rules and rights. It will not be found that 
the prohibition amendment—when adopted—is inu- 
tile. There are different elements involved, and it 
would be our guess that when this amendment is 
adopted it will be enforced to the full extent of 
federal authority. It will not be abrogated by 
loca] community consent. 

It is useless, probably, to argue the matter now. 
It is virtually rés adjudicata. The thing is done. 
It lacks merely formal action. Such is the politi- 
cal prescience of.the country, and we imagine it 
is accurate. Therefore the following discussion is 


-acaGemic, but in the face of a thing determined 


and about to be done we want to assert our opinion 
that it is a thing determined and about to be done 
in the wrong fashion. Sumptuary legislation of 
this character is properly a matter of statutory 
law, and not of constitutional law. It is properly 
a matter left to the discretion of communities, even 
if the communities be so considerable as states. It 
is improperly put, from the largest considerations 
of national rule, in constitutional law. 

By putting sumptuary regulation in organic law 
we foreclose the decisions of the future. We make 
decisions for people not as yet born, for genera 
tions of Americans who have yet to live. The mor- 
alistic impulses of one generation of Americans, 
impulses dealing with custom, habit, and hereto- 
fore sanctioned and regulated appetite, have no 
divine right in such a role. 

Our impulses have no divine sovereignty over 
the future. Statutory law is fluid. It follows the 
ideas of the existing generation. Organic law is 
static. It domineers the succeeding generations. 
It does assert sovereignty and control. For this 
reason we believe that the method by which pro- 
hibition is being established in the United States 
is wrong. 

Prehibition of the making and sale and use of 
alcoholic drinks does not concern a fundamental 
principle of human rights. It is a social corrective. 
It is one to which one generation of people may 
adhere and with which another may disagree. To 
the enthusiast who believes that the demon rum is 
wholly evil and the use of ita national calamity 

the method of suppressing the use will seem good 
as it proves effective. But not so to any person 
who has any regard for the manner in which th 
country is organized and ruled. ) 
Prohibition by constitutional amendment is a

IF WORLD PEACE, WHY NOT 
IN MEXICO? 


After the civil war, when soldiers came home, 
the United States had a frontier. It had beyond 
that frontier, under its flag but undeveloped under | 
it, an empire of waste land, Indian infested, but 
capable of maintaining a nation. 

The soldiers went into it. They homesteaded it. 
They developed and brought it under cultivation. 
They enriched the nation. They made themselves | 
homes and they made the nation great. 

We have now swamp lands and arid lands. The, 
soldiers are coming home again, but the American | 
frontier is not elastic. There are developments 
possible within it, but they are not such as are 
possible without great expenditure of money; some 
day probably to be wisely expended but not now 
provided for. 

In the meantime there is Mexico, a third of the 
size of the United States, undeveloped because 
its people lack both money and energy in addi- 
tion to security of life and property. 

With. the reasonable guaranty that Mexico 
would -respect the men and the money which 
could be sent to her development there would 
be a. peaceable stretching of the American fron- 
tier. Americans, soldiers coming back from the 
war, civilians seeking expansion, would go into 
Mexico, make it a good place for them to live, 
a good place for Mexicans to inhabit, a valuable 
territory for the world of consumers to have, and 
the Mexican problem would be settled for the 
United States without an act of violence or of 
injustice. 

All that Mexico needs to invite the precise co- 
operation which the Mexicans themselves need is 
a guaranty of order. If it meant later the peace- | 
able annexation of an Americanized Mexico to 
the United States, adding to this country all the 
resources of a rich country, would any American 
object? 

Mexico is now a debit on the world balance 
sheet and the world is too dependent upon the co- 
operation of its various parts to be the better for 
an ‘noperative part. 

The peaceful penetration of Mexico by American 
industry woypld benefit Mexico, would make life 
better there, would benefit the United States, 
would make life easier here, would benefit hu-. 
manity in general by adding productive forces 
to the world. 

If this is to be a new age of peace why should 
not peace extend to Mexico?

CHICAGO REALTY. 
{From the Providence Bulletin.) 

The fact that a parcel of real estate in Chicago 
which sold for less than $5,000 in 1860 is now valued 
at about $89,000,000 recalls a Fourth of July speech 
made by an enthusiastic Chicagoan near this parce) 
of land at about the period of the civil war. He 
said: “ My fellow citizens, you may think me over- 
sanguine, but I believe the time is coming when, 
within a circuit of two miles from where I now | 
stand, there will be a population of 15,000. I do not 
hesitate to say that some day even this figure may 
be increased to 25,000." The population within this | 
area is now about 1,000,000, and this fact, quite nat- 
urally, accounts for the advance tn the value of 
rea] estate.—Christian Science Monitor. 


Not all of the people in this country before the 
civil war were as confident of the future of Chicago 
as the man who predicted a population of fifteen 
thousand. The reference to Chicago realty valua- 
tions will be likely to revive an old and true story 
frequently told tn northern New York. It relates to 
two New Englanders, who, contemplating a real es- 
tate investment in the early fifties, comparing the 
prospects of Chicago and Ogdensburg, N. Y., decided 
in favor of the latter city because it seemed to them 
that a location at the foot of the Great Lakes system 
was much better than one at the head, and that Chi- 
cago and all the communities on the upper lakes 
would be natural commercial tributaries of a port on 
the St. Lawrence. They had their choice of land on 
the lake front at Chicago or a plot on the fiver 
front in Ogdensburg. The St. Lawrence river port 
has about sixteen thousand population now. The land 
which the New Englanders bought has lain unim- 
proved for many years.

That President Roosevelt should live less than two- 
thirds of his expectation is surprising because of his 
supposedly great vitality. Were his case exceptional 
our surprise would not be great, for nothing is so 
uncertain as death and Roosevelt's death may be 
due to his infection in South America, to which no 
other president has been exposed. But we find that 
premature death is quite the usual thing among our 
presidents, our vice presidents, as well as our sena- 
tors and congressmen.

The facts as to the lives of our presidents are as 


The long-lived ‘presidents all belonged to the first 
half of the list and the majority of-the shorj-ilved 
ones belonged to the second half. These tnclude the 
three assassinated presidents—Lincoin, Garfield, and 
McKinley. If we group these decegsed presidents 
under four successive periods, approximately equal, 
we have the following tabi, showing the ratio (per 
cent) of actual to expected longevity beyond in- 
auguration:

First period [four presidents]....156% 156% 
Second period [8 presidents).... 84% 84% 
Third period [7 presidents)..... 75% 84% 
Fourth period [5 presidents)..... 49% 60 % 


The table shows that the longevity of our presi- 
dents, omitting the two still living, is only 81 per 
cent of that “expected,” according to the insurance 
table, which, in turn, is less than that among in- 
sured lives of the present time. Even if we omit 
the assassinated presidents, Lincoln, Garfield, and 
McKinley, the longevity of the remainder is still 
only 91 per cent of that expected by the old American 
Experience -table, while this, in turn, is less than 
two-thirds the expectation of the insured lives of 
today, which are longer ‘than the American Experi- 
ence table indicates. 

We find the same apparent tendsncy among the 
vice presidents. In fact, the vice presidents seem to 
live out a smaller fraction of their expectations than 
the presidents, excluding the influence of assassina- 
tions. This fact (if it be a significant fact rather 
than an accidental incident In so smal] a number of 
lives) would suggest that the official social life at 
Washington is a greater life-shortener than even the 
heavy responsibilities of office. 

The five presidents of Yale university, for substan- 
tially the same period as that of the above table, 
show a longevity equal to 137 per cent of their 
expectations. 

The number of lives.in all three lists (only fifty 
in all excluding duplications) is so smal] that any 
st: istical conclusions, without confirmatory evidence, 
would be dangerous. 

But we have enough lives among our senators and 
representatives, about 7,500, to make the results of 
undoubted significance, and the results are similar. 

Whatever our political preferences, all true Ameri- 
cans will mourn the death of President Roosevelt 
and acknowledge the great value of his services to 
his country. The fact that those services have been 
cut short and that the lives of our public servants 
in general are short should set us thinking as to 
whether a better conservation and utilization of the 
most useful lives of our countrymen cannot be se- 
cured,

HORN of the New York School 
of Philanthropy might be called 
a community doctor. It is her 
business to seek out communities, diag~- 
nose their social diseases, which neces 
sarily means that she gets a peep into 
their physica! ailments as well, and then 
advise remedies—sometimes emetics, 
sometimes purges, sometimes blood let- 
ting, sometimes nes and antitoxins. 
These community doctors carry few 
pain killers in the medicine bags; they 
never have any morphine or even & hy- 
podermic syringe. Not infrequently the 
community has no idea that it Is sick. 
Who would think of the rural districts 
of New York as sick? The good old style 
Americans, the descendants of families 
in America for more than fifty years, 
have no idea they are ailing in any way. 
They have read about sick commun- 
ifies, it is true, but those were congested 
areas in the great, wicked cities. They 
have even read about sick rural com- 
munities, but those were southern com- 
munities, far away and a different sort 
of folks. They have read about sick 
rural communities in the north occasion- 
ally, but such were made up of foreign 
born peoples. All those signs of social 
sickness could be expected among for- 
eigners but not among the American 
born children of American born parent- 
age even unto the third and fourth gen- 
eration. 


For tntance, take the village of A. In 
this village about 200 people live in fifty 
houses, which, with one or two stores 
and churches, a blacksmith shop, a hall, 
and a schoolhouse, make up the town. 
The country round about raises potatoes, 
grain, and milk, which last is handled 
through two local creameries. 

At any time of the day you can find a 
few of the idle old and the incompetent 
young gathered at the store. The coun- 
ters on both sides are lined with loung- 
ers, most of them young men in the 
prime of life, The older men play check- 
ers sometimes, but mostly they ju sit 
and smoke and chew and spit—and gos- 
sip. 

There are two churches in the village, 
and practically every one not only be- 
longs to one church or the other but ac- 
tually attends the service and Sunday 
school. This does not prevent certain 
crowds of older and younger men from 
going to a neighboring town and getting 
drunk, but the church members here hold 
themselves pretty straight. 


In winter the farmers drive to church 
in bobsleds that accommodate the whole 
family. The back seats of the church 
are filled with the same young men who 
on week-day nights hang around the 
store and who are considered rather 
“bad characters.” — 


Or community G, a village of great 
natural beauty, but without any beauty 
of architecture or uniformity of arrange- 
ment. It has a small factory, a feed 
mill, and two blacksmith shops. There 
is one railroad. Wagons collect milk 
and draw it to a creamery six miles 
away. 

The village has three hotels, and many 
of the farmers hang around these a good 
part of the time. One of these hoteis ts 
not much more than a saloon. An occa- 
sional public dance is held in the Ma- 
sonic hall. A moving picture theater 
gives a performance once a week. The 
school building Is ugly and neglected in 
appearance and the school fs reputed to 
have been badly run for many years 
back. 

Or community F, a small residential 
village of wealthy farm owners. The 
population is almost wholly natfve—no 
manufacturing is done in the village. 
The school has an unusually good repu- 
tation. It gives plays and has fairs and 
maintains four basketball teams. 

In each of te twenty-one villages a 
considerable amount of juvenile delin- 
quency was found. Communities of which 
“G”" was a sample had less than those of 
the type of “ F,” but even in “G” there 
were a good many boys and girls who 
were going to the bad In great part be- 
cause there was need for a community 
doctor. Some of the communities were 
very sick; some mildly so; but no one 
was 100 per cent well. — 


In the term juvenile delinquency she in- 
cludes minor transgressions, as well as 
crimes, which are usually punished by 
fines or imprisonment, She was dealing 
with the bad boys and girls. Some of 
them were guilty of such minor offenses 
as stealing apples from orchards or other 
pranks that are not regarded as partic- 
ularly bad. 

Boys and girls who commit such pranks 
are not definitely bad. It is true, such 


of others, but, on the other hand, the nat- 
ural tendency of boys and girls who are 
of good families, have good parents and 
good homes, is to outgrow a liking for 
such pranks. 

The young child is an egotist by nature. 
He has the center of the stage, and his 
rights take precedence. He knows noth- 
ing of the rights of property, or even of 
the rights of others. He is not immoral, 
only unmoral;, not dishonest, on.y un- 
honest. By education he learns to become 
honest, to know and respect the rights of 
property, to know and respect the rights 
of others—the whole being a process of 
finding himself, an adjustment. That he 
is guilty of pranks as he comes along 
the way is to be expected, especially when 
such pranks make for heroism and are 
even laughed at by elders. 


The great majority of boys and girls 
who indulge in what we sometimes call 
innocent pranks grow up into straightfor- 
ward, honest men and women. Prac- 
tically all the straightforward, honest 
men and women indulged in pranks once 
or twice in youth. Some of these pranks 
indulged in by the now leading lights and 
models of propriety were actg of larceny 
and others acts of burglary. 

The sickness in these communities con- 
sisted in the fact that many of the boys 
and girls kept on doing these things. The 
acts became habitual with them. And 
since everybody at such a stage either 
goes up or down, and there was nothing 
In most of these cases to cause them _to 
go up, they went down. 

A portion of the social sickness in these 
communities was due to sickness of the 
body. Some of these boys and girls went 
wrong because they themselves had bad 
tonsils, bad teeth, bad eyes, or other 
physical defects. Some of them went 
wrong because preventable dise.se had 
robbed th+m of one or both rarents, and 


acts show a lack of regard for the rights _ 


them, 


It-takes a parent's love or else & broad 
understanding and clean mind to know 
that the fact that a boy is perverse and 
unlovable is a reason for patience and 
thoughtful care, rather than the reverse. 
Some of them went wrong because illness, 
much of it preventable, so taxed the re- 
sources of narrow homes that no time 
or energy was left for perverse children, 
or a sick parent was compelled to neglect 
her or his children. Some of them went 
wrong because one or both parents were 
drinking people. Chronic alcoholism is in 
the domain of physical as well as social 
sickness, 

Some of them went wrong because their 
parents had never had any training in 
parent craft. Some of the parents had 
never had much schooling of any char- 
acter. Many had been to school long 
enough to learn reading, writing, and 
arithmetic, but had not found anything in 
the course of study about running a home 
and handling difficult children, 


We cannot expect the schools to go very 
far in this direction, but somewhere ‘in 
our social fabric there should be a social 
doctor who could be consulted by Mrs. 
Jones and Mrs. Smith when Henry and 
Peter are proving difficult, and before 
they have become wayward, not to say 
criminal or incorrigible, 
Some of them went wrong because they 


were doomed to go wrong. They should 


never have been born. It could have been 
expected that the children of such par- 
ents would be constitutionally wrong. 
Persons of so little character and force 
as some were could not be expected prop- 
erly to train children. 

And then some went wrong because of 
bad social conditions unrelated to them- 
selves or their parents in any direct way. 
The object of such a study, its publica- 
tion, and its wide distribution, is to stim- 
ulate the people to remedy the conditions. 
It Gan be assumed that the same kind of 
study would reveal about the same condi- 
tions in any rural community in any 
state, 


CAN CURE STAMMER. 


Mrs. I. V. writes: “I wish to make an 
inquiry regarding my little boy’s rtam- 
mering. He is 2% years old and has been 
talking for the last year. But the last 
few weeks he has begun to stammer. At 
first it was merely a repetition of words, 
but now it has developed into a stammer, 
and at times it is almost impossible for 
him to say some words. Kindly advise 
me how this may be controlled, or, if you 
advise treatment, and if so, what kind?” 

REPLY. 

It is rather easy for a mother to cure 
her young child. If the habit is neglected 
it is hard to cure. Train him to speak 
slowly and quietly. Do not say much about 
stammering, but persistently train him: in 
calm, slow speaking. Teach him to be de- 
liberate and calm in his acts and thoughts 
as well as in his speech. Reward him fre- 
quently and well but always judiciously. If 
you fail to work it out, get a teacher for 
him. Often the mothers of children with 
speech defects talk rapidly and excitedly. 
The children come honestly by the lack of 
poise responsible for stammering and stutter- 
ing. Do not neglect him on the theory that 
he “ will outgrow 

GO TO CHILD SPECIALIST. 

Mrs. G. J. writes: “ Can you tell me 
what the trouble with my little girl is? 
She is 2 years old and goes into con- 
vulsions very often. She also is troubled 
with sores breaking out on her head and 
shoulders ever since she was born. Since 
Oct. 23 the child has been bothered w .ih 
Spanish influenza and cannot walk. She 
coughs very much, sometimes an hour at 
a time. Will you be so kind as to tell 
me what I can do? We have had every 
doctor in town, but they do not seem to 
help her.” 

REPLY. 

I do not know what is the matter with 
your child, but I do know that she is in a 
serious condition. If the physicians in your 
small town cannot help her can’t you ar 
range to put her in some children’s hospital 
under the care of a child specialist for a 
while? Most cities have such hospitals.

FREEDOM OF ALL THE SEAS, 
Chicago, Jan. 7.—{To the Friend of 
the People.J—Will you please explain 
what is meant by “the freedom of the 
seas"’? It is a much disputed question 
and I should be glad to be enlightened 
on the subject. J. M. 


A satisfactory definition of freedom of 
the seas is scarcely obtainable since the 


phrase, in its present application. is vague 
and indefinite. In a broad sense, freedom 
of the seas means the right to go and 


come at will by all peoples, at al! times. 
In peace time such a condition obtains and 
we have complete freedom of the seas, but 
in war time an effort is made by the war- 
ring factions to impose such restrictions 
upon the seas as may be conducive to vic- 
tory. If, in the effort to enforce sAhese re- 
strictions, the right of neutrais to go and 
come at will upon the sea be hampered (and, 
usually, it is) freedom of the seas no longer 
exists. 

The rights of neutrals have never been 
defined, but it is possible that they may be 
within the next few days at the peace con- 
ference. 


HEATING BY ELECTRICITY. 


Oglesby, Ill., Jan. 7.—[To the Friend 
of the People.jJ—Is electrical heating 
service satisfactory in flat buildings? It 
it more economical! than the use of coal? 

Electrical heating om a scale so large as 
indicated in the above is impracticable ex- 
cept where electricity may be produced at 
an exceeding low cost. In some sections 
of the country where water power for driving 
dynamos is easily and cheaply secured, heat- 
ing of stores and apartment buildings is 
done. Tacoma, Wash., is such a place and 
by communicating with the electrical de- 
partment of that city information may be 
had concerning their methods, cost to the 
consumer, etc. 

Experiments in this section of the country 
in electrical heating show tbat the cost to 
the consumer is at present about two and 
one-half times thé cost of beating with coal. 
and until electrical engineers have devised 
some plan whereby a greater number of 
heat unite may be utilized from a given 
amount of electricity, heating by this method 
will have to be confined to the appliances 
now on the market, the radiation area of 
which is extremely limited.

The Roose- 
velt stock has given us no poets or 
philosophers, theologians or great au- 
thors, men of arts or of science; but it 
has given us men of service and of 
action. For seven generations, father 
and son, have from the same district 
in New York represented the people in 
the city. council, state assembly, and in 
congress. In Roosevelt's ancestry are 
soldiers and political leaders, mer- 
chants, judges, and philanthropists. 


N 1644 Klaes Martensen van Roose- 
velt left Holland to better himself 
spiritually and financially, and 
after many days in the steerage of 

a slow going sailing vessel landed at 
what was then called New Amsterdam 
at the foot of Manhattan island. He 
was simply an impecunious immigrant, 
much the same as many who yearly 
come to our shores, are detained for 
inepection by the immigration authori- 
ties In New York, and finally given the 
freedom of the country to prove them- 
selves good citizens or failures, thrifty 
or shiftless, the founders of American 
families or burdens to the state. 


Of Kiaes’ descendants the first to 
appear in prominence is Isaac, who 
had dropped the “van” and who was 
a member of the New York provincial 
council, a member of the city council, 
and the president of the Bank of New 
York. As an auditor of the accounts 
of the state at the close of the revolu- 
tion Isaac Roosevelt O. K.'d a bill for 
the entertainment of the French min- 
ister and George Washington at @ din- 
ner where the bill for wine considera- 
bly exceeded the bill for food, and 
where, as Col. Roosevelt pointed out in 
his autobiography, only eight of the 
guests survived the potations to coffee. 

The son of Isaac was Nicholas J. 
Roosevelt, who was born in New York, 
was a member of the city council of 
New York from 1700 to 1701. His son, 
John, a merchant, served as a nmrember 
of the city government from 1748 w 
1767 and laid the foundation of the 
Roosevelt fortune. John’s son, Corne- 
lius, was also & merchant who was 
elected to the New York City council 
following the revolution, from 1785 to 
1801. The son of Cornelius, James 
Roosevelt, another merchant, was & 
member ‘of the city council in 1797 at 


‘tinental congress of 1775. 


the parents of 


the same time his father was a mem- 
ber. 

The son of James was James J. 
Roosevelt, who was a member of the 
city council of New York from 1828 to 
1830, a member of the state legislature 
and congressional representative from 
1835 to 1840. James J. Roosevelt was 
associated with Robert Fulton in the 
invention of the steamboat. He lived 
to be 87 years old. 


James J. Roosevelt’s son, Theodore, 
was the father of the late president. 
The elder Theodore Roosevelt was a 
lawyer, judge, philanthropist, state 
assemblyman, and congressman. 

NTO the Roosevelt famfly had come 
the blood of Quakers and Scotch! 
Calvinists, Pilgrims and Dissenters. 
The eminent Puritan divine, Jona- 
than Edwards, was a remote ancestor 
of Col. Roosevelt. On his mother’s 
side his ancestry may be traced direct- 
ly back to Gov. Archfvald Bulloch, who 
was the first state governor of Georgia 
and the Georgia delegate to the con- 
The lineal 
descent on the maternal side to Col 
Roosevelt is as follows: 

Gov. Archibald Bulloch, governor of 
Georgia, Georgia delegate to the con- 
tinental congress, and commander in 
chief of the state army of Georgia. One 
of his sons was: 

Capt. James Bulloch of the Virginia 
state garrison, who was born in 1765. 
He and his wife, Annie Irvine, were 


Maj. James S. Bulloch, who married 
a daughter of U. S. Senator Dunwody, 
and later married Martha Stewart, 
daughter of Gen. Daniel Stewart of 
the revolution. Of this marriage came 
Martha Bulloch, who married Theodore |

TRASBOURG, Dec. 9, 1918.—[{ Special Correspondence. 
—Dec. 9 is a date that will be long remembered in 
the beautiful old city of Strasbourg, for that was 


| the day when the formal and ceremonious reunion of 


Alsace and France was solemnized. It was a day of pa- 
|Fades and speeches and gay colors and thronged streets 
,and ¢losed shops. Everybody took a day off to do full 


| | honor to the occasion, for which many of the inhabitants 
| (had hopefully waited for many a hopeless year. 
| France sent her most famous citizens and officials and 


heroes to express to the Strasbourgois the great signifi- 
_ cance of the day, and Strasbourg in turn decorated its 
| houses with French flags and its prettiest girls in the old 
Alsacienne costumes. 
. The great and impressive Kaiserplatz was renamed the 
Place de la Republique and a huge French flag flew from 
the top of the dome of the kaiser’s palace. An imposing 
statue of the late kaiser was pulled down from its pedestal 
and one was bewildered by the reflection that all these 
republican demonstrations were taking place only a few 
| days after the Gerthan officials and troops were occupying 
the city. 

In the afternoon there was a grand parade. The French 


regiment which had served with the greatest distifiction 
- the war marched past the reviewing stand in the Place 
/de la Republique, and from the tribunal President Poin- 
lcaré, Premier Clemenceau, Paul Deschanel, M. Dubost, and 


| aca! Foch stood at attention in the front row as the 


j marching thousands went by. Behind them in the second 


row were Marshal Petain, Gen. Gouraud (easily the most 
popular of the French generals, if one could judge by the 
applause), Lord Derby, Lord Lytton, Ambassador Sharp, 
and a throng of others who were undoubtedly of august 
importance. 

Three hundred members of the chamber of deputies were 
there, all somber in silk hats and decorations pinned on 


their funereal black frock coats. 


E naturally assumed that Strasbourg would rather 
be Strasbourg than Strassburg and that Alsace 
would rather be Alshkce than Elsass, eveh though 
the great majority of the population had lived al) their 
lives under the German flag and most of them spoke the 
German language. We were eager to see if habit and 


custom had been greatly affected by the colonization and 
infiltration that has been going on for over forty years. 
but the demonstration left little doubt that the great ma- 
jority of the people was giad to weleome republican rule 
in place of the severe restrainis and discipline of auto 
cratic rule. 


As an Alsatian said, “It is not that we love the French 
so much as it is that we dislike the kind of military con- — 


trol that was typified in Zabern.” 


The day ewiftly advanced in the spirit of an entente cor- 
diale, for when a pretty girl in the Alsatian costume 
reached up to shake the hand of President Poincaré she 
was lifted up and received a very friendly kiss from the 
president. In a moment other girls were climbing up and 
we had the pleasing spectacie of seeing Poincaré, Clemen- 
ceau, and Foch all leaning over to kiss the giris. 


This led te further evidences of friendliness, and two of 
the girls were boosted up on the reviewing stand, where 
they took their places on each side of the president. The 
fact that their elevation over the side of the stand was 
rather an awkward athietic feat involving a generous dis- 
play of legs lingerie did not detract from the interest 
of their achievement. 7 

The crowd chéered, the girls blushed and smiled, and 
everybody considered that they had done the properly spon- 
taneous and patriotic thing. 7 

All through the streets the shops were gayly decorated 
with flags and placards reading “ Magazin Francaise” 
and “Maison Francais,” which in some instances seemed 
incongruous under signs reading Fritz von Muller and 
other distinctively German names. f 

They say that 60,000 of the population of Strasbourg are 
Germans, 60,000 are Alsatians, and 60,000 are half and half, 
but if one considered the flags as a plebiscite of sympathy 
the great majority in Strasbourg is pro-French. The ones 
who held different allegiance kept in the background on 
Dec. 9 and there was no visible sign of sullenness or bit- 
terness to be seen. 

The day was a great success and the stage was set for 
a brilliant spectacle which did not fail to impress most 
deeply the populace of the city as well as the Visitors who 
came to see how the people would act in the moment of 
their transfer from German to French rule.

Shreds, Patches, 
and Tire Wisdom

motorist has from time _ to

P . ments about the advisability of 
using certain tire accessories to get 
more tire mileage. It is, of course, a 
most desirable thing to get the very 
‘ last foot of wear out of a tire, but the 
owner often mistakes a tire wearing 
device for a tire saving device 
In the first place, let it be said that 
© very maximum of tire mileage is 
had from the tire when two simple 
rules are followed: | 
1, Maintain proper pressure al- 
ways. 
2. Keep the tread always like 
‘new—that is, uncut or broken. 


Both are easy to do, but unfortu- 
nately they are not observed by the 
average run of automobile owners, 
hence there is the need for so many 
devices to help keep a prematurely 
worn tire going so the owner will get 
something near the mileage he should 
have got in the first place. 


The tire itself is composed of two 
parts, the tread and the carcass, the 
latter the inner part made of canvas 
or cords. The tread is merely the pro- 
tecting means for the fabric under- 
neath, hence if the tread is cut or 
worn through it no longer protects. 
Natural wear, of course, will cause the 
carcass to show through, and once it 
shows at any point the tire is on the 
road to quick total destruction.

miles from them, and there is little 
sign of wear. This experiment was 
tried with new cord tires and new non- 
skid treads cemented over the new 
casings. The resiliency is cut down 
somewhat, even though the pressure 
is ten pounds less than the size calls 
for. That, I find, is the only big ob- 
jection to the double treading in the 
case of new tires. 

Where the tread ts worn through 
and the carcass has started to wear a 
liner is a good thing to use to get ad- 


It always is advisable to carry a 
liner along in the car, as well made 
liners will-hold up even though there 
is little, if any, bracing from the cas- 
ing itself. A cheap liner is worse than 
none at all. 

Some owners are not familiar with 
the value of old tires. The experienced 
motorist, instead of selling all old tires 
for mere junk, takes the opportunity 
to get a number of blowout patches 
from at least one of them. An old 
carcass affords a means of getting 
blowout patches far better than the 
average run which are procurable at 
the supply houses. 

It is a little work ripping off the 
tread and cutting up the carcass into 
the proper lengths, but it is worth 
the trouble. You can get from two to 
eight blowout patches from a casing, 
depending on the size of casing and 
the size of patches needed and the 
amount of good casing you have to 
cut up. 

I want to warn motorists to refrain 
from using on new tires any of the 
heavy metal treads offered for gale. 
There are some sectional tread cover- 
ings which are so stiff and hard as se- 
riously to interfere with resiliency. 
It is obvious that you won't get any

RADIATOR CARE. 


A warm radiator saves gas—During 
the summer months the problem is to 
cool the motor. The radiator and the 
fan combined accomplish this. Win- 
ter weather, however, makes it neces- 
sary to find some way of retaining a 
proper portion of the motor’s natural 
warmth. 


Covering the front of 2 radiator is 
one way to accomplish the above. A 
good plan is to use cardboard, leather, 
rubber, or the like and cover only the 
lower half of the radiator front. At- 
tach such cover with strings around 
the sides of the radiator shell and let it 
rest on the ledge at the bottom. Never 
abuse the “ paper thickness” metal of 
the radiator itself by attaching the 
cover with wires drawn through the

Boiling water will crack cold cast 
fron cylinder walls amd jackets.

All nonfreeze solutions have their 
shortcomings.

Zinc a)- 
loy in the brass cell walls and solder, 
as well as the rubber of.hosé con- 
nections, are subject to chemical! re- 
action. The safest and sanest mixture 
is wood alcohol and water—a smaller 
Proportion of alcoho! at first and this 
increased as the thermometer goes 
down. 


A racing motor won't thaw a radia- 
tor accidentally frozen. Freezing once’ 
started prevents circulation and only 
natural warmth or the proper external 
application of foreign heat will melt 
the ice. Failure to observe this warn- 
ing may result in destruction of the 
radiator system. 


The more solder the less cooling. In 
other words, it takes an expert rather 
than a tinker to use little enough sol- 
der in repairing a radiator to get real 
results. 

One hundred pounds per minute is 
the amount of water which pproxi- 
mately is drawn through a proper 
cooling system when the car runs 
thirty miles per hour. To obtain this 
result or approximate it—to save gas 
in winter weather—to avoid large re- 
pair and replacement bills in connec- 
tion with your cooling system—all 
these suggestions should be carefully 
followed.
